INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
SUNDAY SEPTEMBER 5, 2004 — 0800 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was light nationally with 67 new fires reported. Two new large fires were
reported, one each in the Rocky Mountain and Northern California Areas. Three large fires were
contained, one in the Northern Rockies, one in the Rocky Mountain Area, and one in the Southern
California Area. Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in Arizona, California, Colorado,
and Nevada.

Hurricane Frances, Florida. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Kearney) is assigned to the
Naval Air Station, Jacksonville, FL. Five Type 1 Incident Management Teams (Vail, McCombs,
Studebaker, Whitney, and Oltrogge) are assigned and are pre-positioned in Atlanta, GA.

SOUTHERN AREA INCIDENTS:

HURRICANE FRANCES. A Presidential Disaster Declaration was issued on 9/4. An Area
Command Team (Mann) is assigned to the FEMA Regional Operations Center in Atlanta, GA and
will coordinate planning and logistics functions.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA AREA LARGE FIRES:

PATTISON COMPLEX, California Department of Forestry and Fire Protection (CDF), Tuolumne —
Calaveras Unit. A CDF Type 1 Incident Command Team (Haines) is assigned. This fire is 2 miles
north of Burson, CA in chamise, live oak, and grass. Evacuations and road closures have been
lifted. Active fire behavior was observed within isolated pockets and islands.

GEYSERS, California Department of Forestry and Fire Protection, Sonoma-Lake Napa Unit. A
CDF Type 1 Incident Command Team (Streblow) is assigned. This fire is 6 miles northeast of
Geyserville, CA, in brush and timber. Moderate to rapid spread with spotting was observed.

ALASKA AREA LARGE FIRES:

TAYLOR HIGHWAY COMPLEX, Alaska Division of Forestry, Tok Area. A Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Kurth) is assigned. This complex, comprised of the Billy Creek, Gardiner
Creek, Chicken and Porcupine fires, is 35 miles northwest of Tok, AK in black spruce and tundra.
Minimal fire behavior was observed.

CAMP CREEK, Alaska Division of Forestry, Delta Area. A Type 2 Incident Management Team
(Blume) is assigned. This fire is 35 miles northeast of Delta Junction, AK in black spruce and
white spruce. Fire crews made good progress on line construction. Smoldering, isolated torching
with some active ground fire was observed.

CENTRAL COMPLEX, Bureau of Land Management, Upper Yukon Zone. This complex,
comprised of the Crazy, Bolgen Creek, Rock Creek, Preacher Creek, Middle Birch, Big Bluff and
Takoma BIuff fires, is surrounding Central, AK in spruce and hardwoods. No new information was
reported.

A Type 2 Incident Management
Team (Muir) is assigned. This fire is 25 miles northeast of Vernal, UT in timber, pinyon pine,
juniper and sagebrush. Access to the fire was hindered due to heavy rainfall. Isolated smoldering
was observed.
